THE REPUBLICANS SEEKING SOME 
COMFORTING EXCUSE. 


Stalwart and Half-Breed Indulging in Mutual Accusa- 
tions—Dismay Ao the Officeholders—The 
President to Work “His Office for All that 
it ie Worth—Possibilit.es of 1884.

Wasuincton, November 8.—The Novem- 
ber political cyclone, which swept over the 
United States on Tuesday has settled likea 
storm-cloud over the capitol city, and has 
stricken terror to the faithful cohorts. After 
a system of highway robbery, which has con- 
fronted them since the campaign set in, the 
poor devils had reason to expect some palata- 
ble results. All, however, is gloom. The 
future is black, and as time in its cycle spans 
two more years they have visions of being 
set out on the curb to draw substance from 


some other teat than Uncle Sam’s. Since 
the ante-belium days, save the tidal-wave 
of 1874, there has been no such year 
for the democrats. The victory’ of 
1874, however, in contrast with yes- 
day, is not comparable. It was as a mill- 
dam toacataract. There are all manner of 
explanations touching the republican defeat. 
Arthur is blamed; so are Keifer, Robeson, 
the river and harbor bill, and innate cussed- 
ness. The half-breeds try to put iton the 
stalwarts, and the latter on Blaine and the 
half-breeds. All, however, seem to be under 
the load of hay. The unprecedented 
victory by which Cleveland was 
elected has already forged him to a 
first place in the ranks of presidential candi- 
dates. Calculating political sages says that if 
his administration as governor is clean, his 
nomination is assured, with an Ohio or In- 
diana man for second place. Then there are 
others. who, while they admit that the re- 
publican party cannot be reunited, do not 
concede that a democrat as a distinctive can- 
didate, put up by a national democratic con- 
vention, can a elected. These affect to be- 
lieve that out of the political chaos a new 
party can be formed, with the right kind of a 
leader, which can draw recruits from both. 
Again, there is talk that the republicans will 
reorganize on some basis with the tariff as the 
leading question, and take a leader like Joe 
Hawley or Ben Harrison. 

Of ali the curious rumors drifting, the most 
startling is that from henceforward Arthur 
will use the presidential oftice for all it is 
worth. His policy thus far has been shaped 
with an eyesingle to conciliate the half- 
breeds. Now he isto punish them. He has 
made nothing by conciliation, and driven off 
friends. A stalwart, the gossips have it, will 
succeed Robertson, the New York collector; 
and the cabinet isto be reorganized for ag- 
gressiveness rather than respectability. Veiw- 
ed in any light, the result is the most terrific 
rebuke an administration has ever received. 
The half-breeds prance with delight, drag out 
the bones of the dead president, and go 
so far*~ as to say that his murder 
isavenged. Even a class of stalwarts are glad, 
because they think Arthur will now brace up 
and administer his oflice in the interest of 
theirown faction The friends of Blaine, or 
ome of them, say that, behind the scenes 
Blaine has pulled the wires which has brought 
down the republican tabernacle. The men 
who are rebuked by the defeat are the men 
who have defeated his presidential nomina- 
tion in two national conventions. This, no 
doubt, isa wise deduction in the .light of 
facts; but the men thus rebuked have good 
memories, and would and could destroy 
Blaine should he ever be nominated. 

The success of Butler in Massachusetts is re- 
ceived with more general satisfaction by the 
republicans than any other feature of Tues- 
day’s battle. There has been a good deal of 
hypocrisy and cant among Massachusetts 
statesmen which it isthought bluff Ben But- 
ler willunmask. His election means the re- 
tirement from public life of George Frisbee 
Hoar. Rumors that Butler has designs on the 
presidency as an independent workingman’s 
candidate also find believers; and as nothing 
is improbable in Butler’s political course, he 
may likewise bid for the democratic nomina- 
tion. On all sides it is conceded that the day of 
the bosses is at an end—that is, the old bosses. 
Not only that Grant, Conkling, Cameron, 
Logan, et. al., are under the load of hay, but 
Blaine, who put them there, as well. The 
feeling drifts toward a new man—some one 
who, from obscurity, as with Lincoln, will 
spring up and reunite the hosts. No one be- 
lieves thatany of the oldetokers can fire up 
the machine which was smashed yesterday 
fer successful service again. Meanwhile the 
democrats, who have suffered and waited 
long, live in the blissful bope that an estate 
which has too long been corruptly adminis- 
tered will pass into their hands, and that 
when it does their land will be filled with 
milk and honey j 


THE RETURNS. 


Cleveland's Majority Still Growing—The Result In 
Virginia and Other States. 
Special to The Constitution. 

RicHMoND, November 10.—Returns con- 
tinue to decrease the majority of John 38. 
Wise, the Mahone candidate for congressman- 
at-large, and he is now not over 4,500 ahead. 
That the face of the returns will shuw his elec- 
tion by certainly 2,000 there is no doubt, but 
the democrats insist that this number is made 
up of bogus votes which they will contest. 
Despite the backing of Arthur and the use of 
one hundred thousand dollars of the Jay 
Hubbell fund, the readjuster majority of last 
year has fallen off. The majority of Came 
ron, the Mahone governor, whe is known by 
the soubriquet of the ‘‘Toe-nail governor,” 
was over twelve thousand, and it is conceded 
that the majority of Wise will not exceed 
5,000, or perhaps much less. So there a 
falling oft of 7,000 or 8,000 votes at least, 

The result shows that but for the unlimited 
use Of the postal service and other branches 
of the United States government by Mahone, 
even this apparent majority could not have 
been attained. The congressional delegation 
now stands four democrats and six coalition- 
ists. Paulin the seventh and Mayo in the 
first districts have been returned elected by 
majorities of about 200 yotes each, but the 
use of fraud and bogus tax receipts will, it is 
conceded, overwhelm their chances of retain- 
ing their seats. The coalitionists, while as- 
suming an air of cheerfulness, are crest-fallen 
at the result. 

THE RICHMOND PAPERS’ ESTIMATE, 
By Associated Press. 

The election of John Wise, coalition can- 
didate for congressman at large, is now a fore- 
gone conclusion, and it only requires the of- 
ficial figures to fix his actual majority. A 
tabulated statement is published by The 
State, democratic, and this evening gives the 
gains and losses in ninety-three counties and 
cities, official and unofficial, which show a 
net democratic gain over Governor Cameron’s 
majority of last year of 5,449. Proportionate 
gains in the fifteen counties not reported will 
leave Massey, democrat, about 4,000 behind, 
which will be Wise’s majority. The Dis- 
patch’s (democrat) figures are more favorable, 
and reduces Wise’s majority to 2,000. The Whig" 
coalition keeps its figures up to 6,000 or 8,000 
majority for Wise. The first district is still 
doubtful, both sides claiming it. If the

DesMornes, November 19.—A special to the 
State Register gives full official returns in the 
congressional districts heretofore in doubt. 
In the fourth district Weller, greenbacker 
and fusion, iselected over Updegraf by 625. 
In the fifth district Wilson, republican, with 
every precinct heard from, is elected by 630 
majority. In the ninth district Puzey, dem- 
ocrat, carries seven of the nine counties, and 
is elected by a net majority of 2,104. The 
majority of McCoid, republican, in the first 
district, is 259. The State Register indicates 
a republican majority for the state ticket of 
30,000 or 40,000, 

INDIANA. 


INDIANAPOLIS, November 10.—The official 
canvassof the vote in thiscounty was conclud- 
ed at six o’clock this morning. The majority 
for Peele, republican, for congress from this 
county is 640, the majority in the district 87. 
Additional returns from the congressional 
districts confirm the previous reports, leaving 
the delegation nine democrats and four re- 
publicans. The democratic majority on the 
state ticket will be from 10,000 to 12,000. 

TENNESSEE. 

New York, November 10.—A Nashville, 
Tennessee, special to the Evening Post, says: 
Bate’s, democrat, majority over Hawkins, re- 
publican, for governor, is so far about 26,000, 
and over all about 16,000. The legislature is 
largely democratic in both: houses. Two re- 
publican congressmen are elected, Pettibone 
in the first, and Houk iu the second district 
a loss of one congressinan from the tenth dis- 
trict. 

FLORIDA. 

New York, November 10.—A Jacksonville, 
Fla., special says: ‘‘Most democrats concede 
Bisbee’s (republican) election by a small ma- 
jority. A few claim that the returns from 
Dade and Brevard counties will elect Finley. 
Both sides are anxious. If Bisbee is elected 
the democrats will contest on the grounds of 
illegal republican contesting and voting. The 
second districts of Florida will probably have 
another contested election.”’

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., November 10.—Sam 
and Milt Hodge, (colored) brothers, were 
hanged here to-day in the presence of about 
8,000 persons. Both were swung off from a 
wagon at 1:20 p.m.,and at the end of ten min- 
utes both were dead™ Religious services were 
held at the place of execution. The doomed 
men spoke for about ten minutes, each say- 
ing they were prepared to die and were 
“Gwine home to glory.’’ They - warned 
those present to beware of their fate. As the 
black cap was pulled over Milton’s face, he 
sangina strong voice “‘“Gwine Home on de 
Evenin’ Train,’ and Samuel was singing 
“Gwipe Home to Die no More,”’ when he was 
choked by tne rope. The weather was beau- 
tiful an ood order was preserved. The 
crime for which the Hodge brothers were 
hanged was the killing of their brother-in-law 
James McFarland, over a year ago. They 
seized him and tied his hands and Milton 
shot him. They killed McFarland because 
he had ill-treated his wife, their sister.

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ARCTIC REVELATIONS 


MADE BY MELVILLEIN HIS JBAN- 
NETTE TESTIMONY. 


The Jealousies Engendered on the Trip—DeLong 
Places Danenhower Under Arrest, and Does 
Other Queer Things—The Trip Across the 
Ice—Dallying with Precious Time. 


WaAsuHIncTon, November 10.—The monotony 
of the repetition of the oft-told stories in the 
Jeannette investigation, was to-day broken by 
Engineer Melville, who described something 
of the dissensions among the unfortunate 
men, which have been heretofore vaguely 
alluded to. Lieutenant Danenhower has tes- 
tified that he advised Captain DeLong against 
attempting to reach the mouth of 
the Lena river, when their ship 
broke up, but rather to make for 
the nearest point on the Siberian coast, and 
follow it towards Behring’s straits. Melville 
testified that he also advised against atte npt- 
ing th2 journey to the Lena river, and in 
favor of the river Yana, far to the westward 
of the point chosen by DeLong. To-day in 
his account of the.journey over.the ice by the 
wrecked party, Melville said: ‘‘After some 
days Captain DeLong directed Mr. Collins, 
scientist and Herald correspondent, not to do 
any more work, owing to a conversation be- 
tween DeLong and Collins in regard to dis- 
obedience of orders on the part of Collins. 
The captain relieved him from duty, but did 
not put him under arrest.: He was free 
to come and go as _be pleased, 
simply getting permission from the captain or 
executive officer. The wituess did not know 
the reason why Collins was directed at. this 
time not todoany duty. Collins spoke to 
witness about it at the time, and said he had 
been directed not to perform any further 
duty, The captain had previously spoken to 
the witness about it,and had charged him not 
to permit Collins todo any more duty. Up 
to this time Collins had been working with 
the road party. Atthis time Chipp “9 
ly broke down, and the captain ordered him 
to get a sled and be sensed. “The poor fel- 
low,’’ said the witness, ‘‘turned over on his 
face and criedout: ‘It is all over; you had 
better leave me behind.’ DeLong said: ‘No 
man shall be left behind while another man 
livesto haul him.’ Soon after this Chipp be- 
gan to get better rapidly and again took 
charge of the working party.’’ After descri- 
bing the discovery on Bennett Island and 
their stay thereon, Melville continued: 
“About August the 6th the party left the is- 
land with boats. Previous to starting Captain 
DeLong called the witness and told him to 
take charge of the whale boat, 
and gave him written orders to that 
effect. Theoriginal order of Captain DeLong 
was put in evidence andread. ‘The witness 
described the difficulties experienced in get- 
ting the boats through and over the ice. 
Captain DeLong had designated who should go 
in each boat as they embarked in open water. 
The witness had the tiller in the whaleboat. 
Danenhower held the sheet and Newcomb 
worked the sail. Seeing that the first cutter, 
Chipp’s boat, was beating then, in working to 
the windward, the witness told Danen- 
hower to take che tiller, and New- 
comb the sheet, while he, witness, 
worked the sail. Being stronger he 
could do so quicker than Newcomb. Under 
this arrangement the whale boat soon beat 
the cutters. The witness remarked: ‘J 
should, perhaps, at this point say that before 
leaving the island some controversy took 
place between Danenhower and Newcomb, 
and the latter was suspended from duty by 
the captain. As we were about embarking, 
seeing that Newcomb was detailed to go in 
my boat, | asked the captain what was New- 
comb’s status. He repjied: ‘He is under sus- 
pension, but that wi!l not prevent him from 
rendering you whatever assistance vou 
may require in working the boat.’ When 
we landed on the ice to camp for the night, 
Captain DeLong asked me if Danenhower had 
assumed to take command, or why I had 
permitted him to take the tiller. I told him 
the reason, that 1 did not want to be beaten 
by the first cutter and had made the arrange- 
ment he had noted for that reason. He said, 
‘All right. But you must remember that I 
do not want Danentower to do any 
duty while heis on the sick list.’ I told 
Danenhower about it. He said he was 
able and desired todo duty. I said those are 
the captain’s ordersand if you dv not like 
the arrangements I will ask the captain to 
let you go in another boat. He said no, that 
he had rather be in my boat than any other. 
I replied we have always been good friends 
and I trust we always will be. I will be 
very carful not tosay ordo anything which 
would wound the feelings of commissioned 
officer. He expressed himself satisfied.

THE FRENCH RIOTERS. 


Affairs in Tunis—Freneh Influence in Egypt— Matters 
in Parliament. 

Paris, November 10.—The court of cassation 
has granted a chenge of venue in the case of 
the Monteau Les Minis rioters, and has fixed 
the trial to take place in the department of 
Puy De Dome. Meanwhile it has refused to 
release the prisoners. 

Tunis, November 10.—The French generals, 
lorgemal and Logerat, declined the posts of 
minister of war and munister of marine, but 
all matters concerning naval and military 
services will be placed under the immediate 
superintendence of the commander in-chief 
of the French forees. 

Lonpon, November 10.—The Times corres- 
pondent at Paris says: Certain powers have 
officially informed Great Britain that it would 
be impossible for them not to appear exacting 
if she granted any single nation an except- 
ional situation in Egypt. Great Britain 
therefore cannot grant France an exc2ptional 
position, 


NOT A CONVENIENT TIME. 

Lonpon, November 10—A dispatch from 
Constantinople to the Daily News says: En- 
gland has informed the porte that she does 
not consider the present a convenient mo- 
ment for entering into negotiations relative 
to the Egyptian question, and that she can- 
not approve the idea of sending a Turkish com- 
missioner to Egypt during the continuance 
of Lord Dufferen’s mission in that country. 

IRISH OPPOSITION TO WOLSELEY. 

Dustin, November 10.—At the meeting of 
the corporation of Dublin to-day,a heated dis- 
cussion occurred on a motion to thank the 
First regiment who served in Egypt for their 
gallantry, and to confer the freedom of the 
city on Sir Garnet Wolseley. The knowledge 
that the project of thus honoring Wolseley 
was revived has caused much excitement. 
His friends are accused of endeavoring 
to scratch a vote where the national 
members of the corporation are absent attend- 
ing to their parliamentary duties. Crowds 
thronged to the vicinity of the hall. T. D. 
Sullivan and some of the other Irish members 
of parliament had hurried to Dublin to assist, 
in defeating the motion. An amendment by

FRONTIER BARRACKS. 


General Sherman Makes More Recommendations te 
the Secretary ef War. 

WaAsHINGTON, November 10.—Genera] Sher- 
man has submitted to the secretary of war 
a special report on the subject of military 
posts and forts, in which he says the time is 
now at hand for a radical change in the whole 
system of piece-meal work in quartering the 
troops of the United States. For a hundred 
years we bave been a across the con- 
tinent with a skirmish line, building a post 
here and another there, to be abandoned next 
year for another line, and so on. Now we 
are across, and have railroads everywhere, so 
that the whole problem is changed, and I ad- 
vise the honorable secretary of war 
to gO to congress with a 

lan that will approximate permanency, 
instead, as heretofore, of meeting the specific 
temporary wants by special appropriations in 
the interest of private parties. General Sher- 
man outlines a plan in which he suggests that 
a number of posts which he names be made 
permanent, with substantial buildings. The 
most of these are in the west and northwest. 
The following are the only southern ones: 
Fort Gibson, Indian Territory, with accom- 
modations for four companies; Little Rock, 
two companies; Fort Marion, Fla., two com- 
panies; Mount Vernon barracks, Ala., two 
companies, and San Antonia, Texas, twelve 
companies. For carrying out the plan thus 
suggested the General recommends that the 
secretary of war ask of congress an annual ap- 
propriation of one million dollars for five 
years, to be expended by the quarter master’s 
department.

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GEORGIA’S CONVICTS. 


REFORT OF THE PRINCIPAL KEEP- 
ER OF THE PENITENTIARY. 


An Interesting Review of the Convicts, Where They 
Are, What They Are Doing, etc.— A Sketch of the 
Penitentiary Systems of the State—An Im- 
portant Suggestion by Captain Nelms. 


The bftnnial report of Captain J. W. Nelms 
principal keeper of the penitentiary was is 
sued from the press yesterday afternoon. It 
contains much matter of interest in connec 
tion with that department of the state govern- 
ment. It contains a classified list of the con- 
victs in the penitentiary. There were on the 
prison lists October 20th, 1880, 186 convicts, 
and from that dete to October 20, 1882, 538 
making a total of 1,724. There have 
been O24 discharged: 109 par- 
doned, 26 escapes and 22 deaths. 
That leaves now in the penitentiary 1,243 
convicts. Of tbat number 1,130 are colored 


and the remainder are whites. There are 112 
white males and one white female; 1,100 cel- 
ored males, and 30 colored females. The 
oldest convict is 78, and the youngest is twelve 
years old. The income from the penitentiary 
is $25,000 per annum, out of which are paid 
the expenses of the department. The price 
er — per annum is $20.11. Captain 
Nelms begins his report with a statement of 
the locations and occupations of the convicts 
now in the penitentiary. 
WHERE THE CONVICTS ARE. 

Penitentiary No. 1 is in Dade connty, and 
the hands are there employed in mining coal. 
No. 2 is located in Dougherty, having four 
branches, one in Polk county, mining iron 
ore: one in Catoosa, quarrying rock; one in 
Fulton, making brick; one in Dodge, making 
tramways, and doing other work. Peniten- 
tiary No. 3, removed from Greene county to 
Jefferson, has several branch camps; the 
hands are engaged in railroad work, with one 
camp in Ozlethorpe county, under the con- 
trol of Mr. Jas. M. Smith. The remainder of 
the convicts are in the hands of the authori- 
ties of the Marietta gnd North Georgia rail- 
road, by the special grant of the state, and 4 
without charge. Forty-six miles of this 
road hae been constructed and are 
now in running order. Forty miles remain 
vet to be constructed in this state, a part of 
which'are now graded. The legislature of 
Georgia, by act approved September 28, 1851, 
created the office of assistant keeper of the 
penitentiary, which osfice the needs of the 
penitentiary absolutely demanded. It has 
been ably and most faithfully filled by Colo- 
nel John R Towers. of the county of Floyd. 
His monthly visits to each camp -have been 
of the greatest utility, and his reports having 
the guarantee of his high character for probity 
and intelligence. and made under oath, are 
entitled to the fullest confidence of the pub- 
Each convict is examined by him and 
his true condition understood. These 
monthly reports are regularly filed in this 
office and are open to the inspecticn of the 
public. 
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HOW PUNISHMENT IS INFLICTED 

An amendatory act provides, among other 
things, for the mode of inflicting punishment 
when itisto be administered to convicts. 
Under a penalty extending from six months 
totwo years imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary, no one is allowed to stripe or punish a 
convict unless authorized to do so by special 
appointment, approved by the governor. This 
rule has been so rigidly enforced that only one 
case has been made against an offender under 
this law, for which prosecution is now pend- 
ing. Another merciful and benignan* pro- 
vision of the act of 1881 requires the lessee 
who has in his control a convict at the 
expiration of his term of service, to provide 
a certaip amount of transportation and a suit 
of clothes, worth not less than six dollars for 
said convict. And while the lessees claim ' 
that this charge is a condition interpolated 
on the original lease, they are, without ex- 
ception, complying with the terms. The 
public have in addition to other safe guaran- 
tees afforded by our penitentiary law for the 
proper care and discipline of convicts in 
our penitentiary, the visits and for- 
mal reports of our grand juries, 

THE REFORMS EFFECTED. 

Captain Nelms says that the reforms effect- 
ed by the state of Georgia in the penitentiary 
system are not only substantial and unques- 
tionable, but they are really in advance of 
those of most states in christendom. This 
has been the work, hardand anxious labor, 
of fifty years. Confinement in walls of our 
convicts, when the prison roll rarely reached 
as many as two hundred names was such 4 
burden to the people of Georgia, that by act 
of 24th of December, 1851, the penitentiary 
was abolished. The substitutes provided for 
the punishment of offenders against 
the laws were so unsatisfactory, 
that the general assembly of 1832 re-enacted 
the law, established the old system. Again, 
in 1851-52, the load of taxation in support of 
convicts became a matter of popular com- 
plaint and more discussion of the abolition 
of the old wall plan was heard, But not until 
after the war did the inmates of the state 
prison become sg numerous and the burden 
of their maintenance intolerable that a 
radical change was resolved on. By act of 
the legislature, on the 2kth of December, 
1866, Governor Jenkins was authorized to 
farm out the convicts on the best terms pos- 
sible. This law the governor did not 
execute. as he was removed from  of- 
ficeby the general government. General 
Ruger having succeeded Governor Jen- 
kins by. federal appointment, feeling 
the embarrassment and pressure resuiting 
from a crowded state’s prison, practically en- 
forced the previous act he legislature 
which the destruction of our state govern- 
ment under Governor Jenkins prevented. 
Captain Nelms says ‘‘that right or wrong. 
wise or unwise, good, bad or indifferent, let 
the present plan of punishment of criminals 
by the state be, General Ruger, under the 
auspices and responsibility of the party that 
at that day dominated every interest and 
right in Georgia,.is the power that i ira- 
ted.the present system. 

SOME HISTORY OF THE LEASE SYSTEM, 

Captain Nelnis gives a short history of the 
lease system, stating that on the lith day of 
May, 1368, General Ruger made the first lease 
of Georgia convicts—he made the second lease 
in the following July, and on the 5th of the 
following November, Rufus B. Bullock, then 
governor of the state, contracted with Messrs. 
Grant & Alexander to take the entire convict 
force of the state. Under the authority and 
direction of law, Governor Smith executed 
the additional leases of our convicts, inciud- 
ing the one under which we are now operat- 
ing. This lease will not expire before 189%, 
Under its provisions the conyicts in the ton- 
trol of the several lessees are to be kept and 
disciplined under,the strict rules already re- 
ferred to, and for their services the state re- 
ceives $25,000, subject to no deduction.”” He 
says it will require something more patent 
than the sneers of the captious fault-inders 
and habitual depreciator of all things south- 
ern, to induce the people of Georgia to throw 
down an experiment, and reject its lessons. 
that has been sich atrinmphant success as 
our penitentiary system. In the 49 years o! 
our history previous to the present pian, our 
convicts cost us more than a half million of 
dollars to make up thedeficit, after crediting 
our penitentiary with every dollar earned by 
its convicts. These convicts were ali white 
men, and rarely, if ever, exceeded, at any one 
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ceeds 1,200, and the cry ‘is, still they come.” 
THE ADVANTAGES OF THE SYSTEM. 

To “corral” this multitude in brick walls, 
eight-tenths of whem are unskilled negro 
hands, would, in addition to our other bur- 
dens, prove such an intolerable load as to 
arouse oUT entire tax-paying, law-abiding 
population to resistance. 

“And why should we go back to the old 
wall system ?’’ asks Captain Nelms. 

‘Where can a man who has made himself 
a convict by his crimes be more mercifully 
punished than we are illustrating by our 
system?’ A death rate of one per cent; re- 
convicted criminals but four per cent; es 
capes numbering in all but twenty-six in two 
years; a bill of fare as bountiful and varied, 
if not far more so, than most of the laborin 
population of the world enjoys; moral an 
religious influence and instruction cousiantly 
supplied—we insist elevates far above the 
province of doubtful experiment the present 
punitive system of Georgia. We may 
maintain our composure at least, if we 
do not brag, until other states wore 
pretentions and boastful place us at a disad- 
vantage in the comparison by showing bet- 
ter results. So far as my personal inspec- 
tion and that of my assistant can be accepted 
as well as the reports of the physician of the 
penitentiary, the lease system is working 
with the least possible friction, tending to 
disappointment or reasonable objection. The 
diet of the convicts for the daily ration con- 
sists of three-quarters of a pound of bacon, 
two pounds of bread, one pint syrup, 
turnips, with vegetables in their sea- 
son, in summer and peas, 
and potatoes in winter, with fresli beef 
and mutton when procurable. Their cloth- 
ing consists of four suits of clothes, two sum- 
mer and two winter suits, two pair of shoes, 
a hat or cap for the year’s supply. A change 
of clothing and a bath is exacted of every 
convict once a week. The bedding consists 
of a cotton or shuck mattress with a sufficien- 
cy of blanket covering. - The buildings for 
shelter are securely and comfortably built, 
and no reasonable objections can be urged 
against these when Se pare of their con- 
struction are considered. 

There have been twenty-six escapes in the 
ast two years, all of which have either been 
recaptured, or the fines collected which the 
law imposed for their escape, or suits brought 
for the recovery of the fines due. This issaid, 
however, of all the escapes from the lessees. 
There are seven escapes from the force loaned 
by the state to the Marietta and North Cieor- 
gia railroad—for which the road authorities 
contend the road is not liable, as the use of 
the convicts in their possession is a gratuity 
from the state to the road and the public in- 
terested in it. 

A RECORD OF CONVICTS, 

From March 10th 1817, to the 20th of Octo- 
ber, 1882, the number received has amounted 
to 6,844. Of this number, in sixty-five years 
the discharges were 2,471 ;thejdeaths were 575; 
the escapes 16, and the pardoned 1,541. The 
number of convicts at the date of this reportin 
the penitentiary is 1,243.. It may be inter- 
esting to stace the tact that for the forty-nine 
years before the war the whole number of 
our penitentiary convicts was 2,029, all white, 
and for the twenty-six years subsequent they 
have been 4,815. 

During the present state administration, 
say from the jlst December, 1876, there were 
in the state’s prison 1,108 convicts, and there 
have been received since to October 20th, 
1882, 1,530 making a total of 2.658. - Of this 
number the discharges have been 897; the 
pardoned 197; the deaths 182; the escapes 

1%, 

In strict justice to the state of Georgia it 
should be claimed that nowhere else, under 
no other system, can such a. death-rate -be 
shown in such a large number of prisoners— 
taken from such an extended and diverse sur- 
face, and who have been kept at penal servi- 
tude. The instance of the branch peniten- 
tiary of Mr. James M. Smith, in Oglethorpe 
county, may be said to present a case almost 
phenoment!—out of an. average of seventy 
prisoners kept closely at labor, in three years 
his lists do not report a single death or escape. 
The death-rate for the entir2 number of our 
convicts is only about one per cent. 

In closing up his report Captain Nelms sug- 
gests that every doliar of the twenty-five 
thousand annually derived from the lease of 
convicts be spent for their exclusiv® benefit. 
That this amount could be absorbed in 
employing first-rate men, of the highest char- 
acter and qualifications to give relinions in- 
struction and such educational facilities, ag 
under the conditions of our prison discipline 
are practicable to the convicts in every camp 
in the state. And out of this fund, establish 
libraries of religious and other works that 
would be assistants in the oral instructions of 
the chaplains.

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THE LEGISLATURE. 


FULAR DAILY REPORT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS. 


16 Time of Both Bodies of Legislators Consumed in 
Joint Session in the Election of Four Judges of 
the Superior Court—Details of the Elec- 
tion—To Resume To-Day, Etc. 


The senate met at ten minutes to ten and 
went through the regular routine of intro- 
duction. At ten o’clock the body proceeded 
to the hall of the house to participate in the 
election of judges. 

The house met at 10 o'clock, and was 
called to order by the speaker. Prayer by the 
chaplain. The journal was read and approved. 
The senate appeared at the door of the house, 
and was admitted to enter joint assembly for 


the election of judges. The plan of election

of a unanimous election. 

The Macon circuit was next, and Judge 
Sinimons was indorsed for another teri by a 
unanimous vote. 

Next was the election for the Southwestern 
circuit, to fill the unexpired term of Judge 
2, Oeep. Allen Fort, of Sum- 
— iy. Fish, of Macon, and 
George W. Warwick, of Lee,were put in nom- 
ination. The first ballot settled it and gave 
Fort 122, Fish 62, Warwick 18. 

The Albany circuit came next with a good 
array of candidates. M. Johnson, of Bald- 
win. nominated W. T. Jones, of Dougherty; 
seconded by Mr. McIntcsb, of Dougherty. | 

Mr. Spence, of Mitchell, nomi- 
nated l. A; Bush, of Mitchell. 
Mr. Shipp, of Chattahoochee, nominated A. 
L. Hawes of Baker. Mr. Russell of Decatur, 
nominated Byron B. Bower of Decatur; sec- 
onded by Senator Park. The first ballot re- 
sulted: Hawes 62, Jones 45, Bush 56, Bower 
44- noelection. A second ballot was order- 
ed and resulted: Hawes 64, Bush 58, Jones 

, Bower 41; no election. Third 
bellot: Bush 58, Hawes 69, 
Jones 44, Bower 36. Fourth ballot: Hawes 
74, Bush 63, Bower 38, Jones 29; fifth ballot: 
Hawes 78, Bush 73, Bower 35, Jones 23. The 
joint session was dissolved and both houses 
then adjourned to 3 o’clock. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The joint assembly met at 3 o’clock and 
was called to order by President Boynton. 
The contest over the Albany circuit was re- 
newed. Thesixth ballot was ordered. Mr. 
Johnston of Baldwin, withdrew the name of 
Mr. W. T. Jones of Dougherty. The ballot 
then proceeded with the following result:

FRIDAY? 

When Judge Folger obtained his own con- 
sent to become the tool the 
Gould combinations which was organized to 
control New York in the interests of 
ly and in behalf of the Arthur administration, 
he inaugurated the stupidest and un- 
successful campaign ever witnessed in this 
country by the declaration thata democratic 
victory would depress business and unsettle 
values. The significance of this statement 
was not lost upon the Conkling organs, and 
they have continued to press it upon the at- 
tention of the business public with a_ persist- 
ence that showed a purpose to intimidate 
those who have large or small investments in 
stocks and bonds.

This result 
produced no more than , the 
usual fluctuations in Wall street, 
but now comes the most complete and over- 
whelming. political revolution conceivable, 
extending from one end of the country to the 
other. And what isto be the result ? 

If the pub or any respectable 
class or element, were disposed to regard this 
revolution with feelings of apprehension or 
alarm, this disposition would make itself in- 
stantly felt in the depreciation of government 
securities, but so far there has not been the 
slightest sympton in this direction. Fluctua- 
tion and depression elsewhere and in other di- 
rections may be regarded as purely specula- 
tive and artificial, having no sort of basis in or 
connection with the political upheaval 

It is not to be denied, however. that Secre- 

ary Folger’s prediction possesses significance. 
oe sO significant indeed that 
the business interests of the country 
cannot too quickly make up their minds to 
oust from power a party which, in addition 
to the other methods of corruption it has in- 
vented, has not hesitated to lend the great 
financial power of the treasury of the United 
States to the daily uses ot individual 
speculators in Wall street. What has hap- 
pened once may happen again. When, in 
response to the manipulations of Jay Gould, 
the republican administration in Washington 
lent its powerful aid to bring the wreck and 
ruin of a Black Friday upon the business 1n- 
terests of a largesection of country, the eyes 
of the people ought to have been opened to 
the dangers threatened by the reckless cor- 
ruption of the republican leaders. 

We repeat, the prediction of Mr. Arthur’s 
crushed and defeated secretary of the treas- 
ury, is significant. Stung by the overwhel-
